$7,000

of April I to -Juno 30. 
This should mean that tho cits 
will receive about four times this 
amount 
or 
$28,000 a year in ad­ 
ditional revenue from this new tax. 
We suspect that the city fathers 
are going to find themselves in the 
same shape that most of us do when 
wa* receive a raise or get a refund 
check 
from 
tho government — bv 
the time we get the money. we have 
already s{#-nt 
it three or four dif­ 
ferent ways. 
There 
is 
little doubt but what 
there w ill be more demands on this 
additional money than there is m o n ­ 
ey 
to 
go around. 
It will I)* up to 
the council to {Hit first things first 
and put the money to tho ln*st use. 
We 
feel 
sure from the state­ 
ments of tho mayor, Hollis Madden, 
and 
a 
number of councilmen that 
the 
first 
call on this new income 
will be raises for all < ity employ­ 
ees, /And 
we 
certainly hop* that 
this 
is 
the 
case, How they 
til 
8pend the balance of tho money — 
if 
there 
is a balance will require 
some deep thought on the part of the 
city fathers. 
Based on the figures released 
for other cities in tho area ut sim ­ 
ilar size we would say that Hamlin 
had a pretty healthy economy this 
{last spring.

and what we have now w ill probably 
be

position assumed by the* 
Legislutu re*. 
He points out that the greatest 
problems w ill arise out of recom­ 
mendations 
to 
increase the local 
school 
district's share of the cost 
through 
equalization 
of tax rates 
and valuations and also the consol­ 
idation of small sc hool districts. 
Calhoun 
said, 
"Certainly we 
should seek more efficient and eco­ 
nomical 
local units but would it be 
proper 
to 
bus great numbers of 
students 
over 
great distances in 
some 
of 
our 
sparsely populated 
areas? 
Two hours a day or more 
Ona school bus is hardly desirable. 
We have to agree* w ith him here 
and feel 
that 
the* figures of 2600 
students in a school district may be 
hard 
to come 
up 
with in West 
Texas. 
Probably 
an effort should 
be made to take systems like Ham­ 
lin with around a 1000 students and 
add to them to bring them up to a- 
round 1200 to 1500.
